Spacing  and  Setting  Plants 

Lay  out  three  rows  lengthwise  on  the  Mulch  Paper, 
— the  first  row  down  the  middle  of  the  sheet  and 
the  other  two  halfway  between  it  and  the  outside 
margins.  Space  the  plants  one  foot  apart  in  these 
rows,  make  as  small  a  hole  as  possible  through  the 
mulch  paper  and  set  the  plant  roots  in  the  soil 
beneath,  just  as  though  there  was  no  mulch  paper 
there.  The  planting  is  made  double  easy  by  using 
our  transplanting  trowel  listed  here.  With  it.  the 
hole  fan  be  easily  made  deep  and  large  enough  to 
receive  the  roots.  After  the  plants  are  set,  place 
some*  loose  soil  around  the  base  to  close  the  hole  in 
the  mulch  paper.

Laying  the  Mulch  Paper 


Prepare  your  soil  in  the  usual  way,  thoroughly  mixing  the 
fertilizer  with  it  to  a  depth  of  6  inches.  Roll  and  compact 
it  down  firm,  leaving  a  smooth,  even  surface.  Unroll  the 
Mulch  Paper,  little  at  a  time,  imbedding  the 
edges  in  a  2  inch  trench.  If  more  than  one 
strip  (3  ft.  wide)  is  laid,  leave  10  to  12 
inches  between  each  for  a  path.  With  this 
system  you  make  the  most  economical  use 
of  your  garden  space.
